The members of the May- 
flower'crew were all good swimmers 
and'it is the opinion of lake men that 
the fire started from an explosion and 
the men had no time to reach the life 
preservers, but were forced to tho 
lake, when .the gasoline tank ex- 
ploded.

ed. * as possibly has/ been inferred from 
some reports that have appeared." This. 
•we take it. infers that the understanding 
•which Great Britain is supporting is es- 
sentially a peace undertaking: that it 
binds both Germany and France to keep 
the peace as between themselves and to 
abide by certain frontiers and certain 
definite terms. 
Germany is not to at- 


tack France, and France is not to attack 
Germany. They are to agree to live in 
harmony, so far as frontiers are con- 
cerned, and Great Britain will not coun- 
tenance by either a breach of this trust. If 
Germany is required to come into the 
League of Nations, as it logically should, 
the security treaty will be in conformance 
•with the purposes oi the League and will 
protect German interests quite as much as 
French interesls. In fact, the pact" will 
make the League the guardian of peace. 


So far as the eastern frontiers are con- 


cerned, we take it Germany is to abide by 
plebiscites and the wishes of the peoples 
of the states in that portion of Europe. 
'Force is not to be used to unsettle what 
has already been fixed, and on the other 
hand, extension of Germany's territory 
is not to be prohibited where it is agree- 
able-to those minor states which are con- 
cerned. 


There is only one way in which perma- 


nent peace can be obtained in Europe, 
and that is through a final ad.jxistment and 
settlement to which the powers, or rather 
their peoples, can subscribe on the basis 
of justice! Xo force, actual or potential, 
can bind any nation to a condition which 
js oppressive and manifestly servile. The 
legitimate rights of each nation, taking 
into account, of course, the fair penalties 
of «hc war. must receive due considera- 
tion. At ihc wune time, all mus.. be con- 
fined lo their respective spheres and the 
road closed by even,- practical means to 
militaristic designs or aspirations.

better to develop it in other ways in sec- 
tions where tillable soil already exists. 


Land of this kind is available for game 


preserves. 
"Whether under federal or 


state control, or in private hands, it 
could be made profitable hunting ground 
in the open season.

ACROPHOBIA 


A man who earns 45 cents an hour and has a 


family to support, says that if he could only over- 
come his dread of high places he might earn 
S" 


cents an hour and have 10 hours instead of eight 
hours work daily. Think dJT what the difference In 
pay would mean for his family, he says. But his 
acrophobia (fear of a height) literally keeps him 
down. If he climbs above 10 feet on a scaffold or 
other structure a trembling conies upon him and 
he breaks Into a cold sweat lest he fall. He won 
Sers whether some exercise or other remedy might 
help him to overcome this dread. 
.This Abnormal or excessive dread of a height is 


a'common one and for really great heights it is in- 
stinctive in every one. Structural steel workers 
who do their dread stuff 'on skyscrapers and bridges 
have to learn by practice and determination to be 
at ease far aloft. Almost any of us might walk 
without fear across a four inch beam close to the 
ground. The beam is ju<st as .wide two 
hundred 


feet above the ground. The difficulty is to keep 
one's eyes and attention on the things nearby and 
off the things far below. These structural workers 
have learned to ignore the acant space around them 
and disregard the yawning chasm below them. 


Some Intellectual 
acrophoblacs 
can 
scarcely 


mount a few steps above the ground level without 
suffering with dread. They have made the mistake 
o£»being governed by thelif fears instead of using 
discipline to master the fears. 


If some individuals can by discipline, practice and 


by determination conquer the fear of great heights 
vhich we all have more or less, there is no rea- 
son why prsons with acrophobia should not lessen 
heir timidity by similar means, that is to say, by 
>lay. work or adventure at gradually Increasing 
heights, even though It be necessary to begin only 
vn inch abo\e the -ground. It is by an analogous 
gradually increasing dose of exercise such as walk- 
ng or hill climbing that the heart muscle, weakened 
t>y disease, is developed and in effect a cure ob- 
ained in some cases of heart disease. 


In a good many cass of acrophobia a defective 


muscular development is a definite factor, and this 
s usually the result of mere neglect of education. 
f the physical education has been neglected, the 
•ictim of the phobia ought to do what he or she 
an to remedy the fault of education. A suitable 
ystem of daily exercise should be adopted and fol- 
owed out faithfully for many months. The Second 
Jrady symphony may be used, and I should recom- 
mend by \vay of introduction and finale for 
the 


iaily rendition of the symphony a half dozen rolls. 
The rolls or somersaults help to break up dignity 
and dignity is a very bad habit for people w ho har- 
jor phobias.

London except that he was in the 
habit of addressing his v/!fe as "mate" 
In the Intimacy of their home life, we 
could make a. fairly good guess as 
to what kind of a' man he was—a 
romantic to his backbone. Describ- 
ing her husband's method of work. 
Charmion London says: "Very often 
he would call me as I went by: 'Come. 
Mate—see how this is going along'.' 
And he would read me as far as he 
had gone." 


Somehow that gives me a better 


idea of what kind of a person Jack 
London must have been than a dozen 
pages of detailed description could 
give. Also it explains to some degree 
his 
enormous success. 
All 
other 


things being equal, such as narrative 
power, experience of life, the roman- 
tic always has a much better chance 
for success than the realist. .It is 
the nature of the millions to resent 
havriig the unvarnished 
truth told

couldn't fall if be tried. 


About all Jack London-did in all 


his/ novels and stories was to drama- 
tize himself. It is said of him that he 
almost never created a woman char-' 
acter that was anything more than a 
stock figure. The reason for that is 
obvious; he could not get out of him 
self, he could * not create a character 
who was not himself jput into type. 
The sam* thing is to some extent 
true of Robert Louis Stevenson, an- 
other arch-romantic. 


PAINTED HIMSELF 


Jack London all his life was play- 


ing a sort of literaray game with 
himself, imagining himself going up 
against great odds, knocking the wind 
out of 15 brawny lumber-jacks in a 
saloon, or trekking into the Interior 
of Alaska with a 200-pound sack of 
provisions on his back, or rescuing a 
pretty girl from the hands of rowdies 
(all young boys have that dream and 
'the romantic always remains a^boy), 
circumventing evil men In the^wilds. 
and doing 'scores of other deeds, both 
possible and impossible. 
It was al- 


ways Jack Landon masquerading un- 
der some other name who was doing 
all the deeds done in his books and 
all his life he was writing a kind of 
imaginary autobiography tinder the 
guise of fiction. 


The fact that he could Tteep up the 


romantic attitude in the intimacy of 
his home life shows that he was'not 
putting on the romantic pose as a 
business proposition but that he lived 
his books. Comparatively few writers 
would be able to do it. their sense of 
humor getting the better of them— 
or more likely still their wives* sense 
of humor would get the better of it 
for them. 
Perhaps 
Jack London's 


first wife felt that way about It and 
perhaps that was the reason why the 
two could not hit it off. But Char- 
mion London was apparently as much 
of a romantic as he'was and in her 
two volume bigraphy of her husband 
she consistently sticks to the sort of 
literary superman idea of her hus- 
band. 
A romantic writer who can 


call his wife"mate" must, to be com- 
pletely lucky, have a wife who can 
let i herself be called that Without 
snickering. 


An interesting bit of information re- 


cently released Is that Charion Lon- 
don, nine years after Jack's death, is 
to complete the novel he left unfinish- 
ed "The Eyes of Asia." .She would 
seem to be exactly the right person 
for such a job.

bounds directly over the heart of the 
plate, considerably abov« the knee, 
is it a strike-or a.tall? 


If 
tho ba3 after- striking the 


ground in front of'the plate was so 
deflected that it struck the batsman, 
wouW he be entitled to first base or 
would it merely be called a ball. 


When a pitched ball/ strikes the 


ground in-front of the home plate 
It loses any chance of being called 
a strike, unless the batsman should 
elect to string: at It and either miss 
or foul It off. 
^ 


The fact that such a pitched Ball 


bounded directly over the plate, a 
considerable distance above the bats- 
man's knees, can be given no consid- 
eration. It instantly lost all chance 
of being ruled a called strike when it 
struck the ground. 


However, if 
such a 
pitched ball 


Struck the ground In front of the 
plate, and 
then • was so deflected 


that it came into contact with the 
person of the batsman, that irtayer 
wa sentltled to first base. 


While technically it is a ball when 


it strikes the ground, the completion 
of the pitch doesn't actually occur 
until the ball has passed the batsman.
